According to the criminal complaint filed in the matter, the defendants are self-proclaimed anarchists and members of 
the "Black Bloc* 1 group, who traveled together from Florida to the Chicago area in preparation for committing terrorist 
acts of violence and destruction directed against different targets in protest to the NATO Summit. 

Specifically, plans were made to destroy police cars and attack four Chicago Police stations with destructive devices, in 
an effort to undermine the police response to the subjects' other planned actions for the NATO Summit.

United States Secret Service policy specifies that unless demonstration groups or 
individuals participating in a demonstration pose a security threat to U5SS 
protectees, such demonstrators are to be treated as members of the general public. 
The Chicago Police Department has not and will not establish public viewing areas. 
Demonstrators will be allowed to demonstrate and protest on any public areas to 
include sidewalks. 

Demonstration permits are required in Chicago, IL. Demonstration and/or protest 
activity surrounding the summit will likely be significant given the anger 
surrounding NATO's role in the war in Afghanistan and given the organization of the 
Occupy movement.

Nearly 
half of the Chicago-area cash contributors are on the board of World Business Chicago, fire city's 
mayoralty appointed economic development arm and parent of the host committee.

Other sponsors share close ties to the mayor, who cut his teeth in politics as a relentless fundraiser. 
For instance, Duke Energy CEO Jim Rogers is a longtime donor to Democratic candidates and the 
Clinton Global Initiative. He has a $13.7 billion merger with Raleigh, N.C.-based Progress Energy Inc. 
pending with federal regulators to create the nation's largest power company. 

Caterpillar's ties to Mr. Emanuel go back to when he was a senior Clinton White House adviser 
aligned with Cat in pushing for a controversial free trade deal with Mexico and Canada. 

Mr. Emanuel also boasts of having the number and email address of Jeffrey Immelt, CEO of General 
Electric Co., another host committee sponsor and one of the first companies to announce a big 
increase in Chicago jobs after the mayoral election. 

"Let me put it this way,” says Lori Healey, NATO host committee executive director. ‘As a former 
White House chief of staff he can pick up the phone and call any business CEO in the country, and 
he does it routinely He was absolutely involved. The mayor said very clearly that taxpayers wouldn't 
be paying the cost of putting on the summit.”

Thousands of protesters from across the United States and abroad are expected to come to Chicago for the 
weekend of May 18-21. While some have booked into hostels and hotels, many more need a free place to sleep, 
according to organizers, who say they’ve laid down four ground rules for guests in other people’s homes: Leave 
no trace; respect your host; no drugs or alcohol; and no loud noise. 

Retired Lincoln Square carpenter Terry Keenan, 59, is one of the homeowners who’ve agreed to welcome 
protesters. He expects a busload of 50 or so to sleep in his two-flat and to camp in his yard. 

“I’m doing it to say that we’re against NATO and the huge amounts of tax money that support it while we have 
no control over its policies,” Keenan said, adding that the protesters are “good-hearted people — I’ve got no 
worries about having them in my home.”

Members of the Occupy movement and other protesters have already expressed frustration with 
new rules Mayor Rahm Emanuel has proposed for the upcoming NATO/G8 summits, and a security 
perimeter being put in place by the secret service may ignite even more controversy. 

While Emanuel has come up with increased security measures of his own — which the City 
Council will vote on next week — host committee spokeswoman Jennifer Martinez told the 
Chicago Sun-Times that a downtown lockdown would be part of the federal government's security 
plan. 

Martinez told the Sun-Times that the secret service will likely put a large security 
perimeter around McCormick Place, which would block people from walking or driving in the 
area. Access to the Loop will also be restricted, but details may not be available until the 
weeks leading up to the May event. 

Expected street closures will likely leave Chicago with a bill from Chicago Parking Meters, 
LLC once again. The city's controversial parking meter deal requires Chicago to compensate 
the company for lost revenue due to street closures. Martinez, however, told the Sun-Times 
this burden would not fall on taxpayers. 

"We are committed, through private and federal resources, to pay for the costs associated 
with the summit so it's not a burden on taxpayers. This would be a cost associated with the 
summit. And we are committed to paying for it," she told the paper. 

On Thursday, the city issued its first protest permit to the Coalition Against the NAT0/G8 
War & Poverty Agenda, and Mayor Emanuel said the city stands "in strong support of the 
applicant organizations' First Amendment right to protest," NBC Chicago reports. 

The permit comes after activists announced plans to sue the city over new protest rules put 
in place. Emanuel initially said the rules would only be in place for the NATO and G8 
summits, but later said they would be permanent. 

Emanuel's plan would double fines for resisting a police officer from its current range of 
$25 to $500 to $200 to $1,000. The mayor's ordinance will also restrict the hours of public 
parks, playgrounds and beaches in accordance with the Chicago Park District's hours of 
operation. A second ordinance applying to the protests requires organizers to provide a 
parade marshal of their own for every 100 demonstration participants.

The Chicago Coalition Against Mar & Racism called the ordinances "ridiculously burdensome" 
and some groups said they would sue if the changes are approved. 

Long-time Chicago activist Don Rose said last week the new rules could actually encourage the 
sort of 1968 Democratic National Convention-esque confrontation the mayor's office would 
probably like to avoid. 

"The more pugnacious the city getSj the more provocative it becomes," Rose said, according to 
NBC. 

President Obama and other world leaders are expected to attend the Kay summits, which are 
expected to give local restaurants, hotels and shops a revenue boost. 

"This is big for our city, it’s an opportunity for our city to be on the map of the world, 
it's also an opportunity to bring more economic development to our city, so we want to put 
our best face forward as a city being viewed by the whole world," Alderman Walter Burnett 
(27th) told ABC Chicago.

CHICAGO (NYTIMES)— Three men arrested In Chicago on Wednesday night were planning to attack the campaign headquarters of 
President Obama, the house of Mayor Rahm Emanuel, police stations and financial institutions in downtown Chicago, prosecutors 
said on Saturday, 

The men, who were in Chicago to take part in protests related to the NATO summit meeting taking place here on Sunday and 
Monday, were charged with criminal acts relating to terrorism, conspiracy to commit terrorism, and possession of explosives. 

"The individuals we charged are not peaceful protesters, they are domestic terrorists," said the state's attorney, Anita Alvarez. "The 
charges we bring today are not indicative of a protest movement that has been targeted." Ms. Alvarez said that this was the first 
time she knew of that defendants had been charged under the state's antiterrorism statute. She declined to comment on possible 
federal charges. 

Lawyers for the defendants described the case as entrapment, saying that a man and a woman who were either informants or 
undercover law enforcement officials had come up with the plans and provided the materials. These two people were the only ones 
who committed any illegal activity, said Michael Deutsch, a lawyer with the National Lawyers Guild. FULL STORY UNK 

Prosecutors: NATO Protesters wanted to hit mayor's home, polic e stations 
CHICAGO (WGN)- 

Three out-of-state men arrested in a Bridgeport apartment raid days before the NATO summit considered hitting President Obama's 
campaign headquarters. Mayor Rahm Emanuel's house and police stations with "incendiary devices," according to court documents. 

The trio, who are being held on $1.5 million bond apiece, are charged with conspiracy to commit terrorism, providing material 
support for terrorism and possession of an explosive or incendiary device. They are the first people to ever be charged with violating 
the state's anti-terror statutes, which were enacted after the Sept. 11, 2001, terror attacks, authorities said. 

Cook County prosecutors identified the men as Brian Church, 20, of Ft Lauderdale, Fla, Jared Chase, 24, of Keene, N.H., and Brent 
Vincent Betterly, 24, of Oakland Park, Fla. According to prosecutors, the three men are self procla med anarchists and members of 
"Black Bloc," a band of protesters who typically mask their faces to avoid identification. 

Their arrests were the result of an investigation since early May into a group suspected of making Molotov cocktails — crude bombs 
usually created by filling glass beer bottles with gasoline, according to court records. In documents Hied by prosecutors today, 
authorities hinted they had audio recordings in which the defendants talked about injuring police and threatened that "after NATO, 
the city will never be the same.” 

The men traveled from Florida to the Chicago area ahead of this weekend's NATO meetings In order to prepare a multi-staged attack 
against various targets In the city, prosecutors said. According to court documents, the men planned to first attack four Chicago 
police stations and destroy several squad cars with "destructive devices" in order to divert the department's attention and 
resources.

United States Secret Service policy specifies that unless demonstration groups or 
individuals participating in a demonstration pose a security threat to USSS 
protectees, such demonstrators are to be treated as members of the general public. 
The Chicago Police Department has not and will not establish public viewing areas. 
Demonstrators will be allowed to demonstrate and protest on any public areas to 
include sidewalks. 

Demonstration permits are required in Chicago, XL. Demonstration and/or protest 
activity surrounding the summit will likely be significant given the anger 
surrounding NATO's role in the war in Afghanistan and given the organization of the 
Occupy movement. Intelligence garnered suggests that protestors are very 
technically savvy and are using technology as a means to circumvent traditional law 
enforcement intelligence gathering and to meet and organize protest efforts. 

The USSS demonstration and heckler policies will be fully discussed at all 
briefings.

On 5/16/12 at approximately 0555 hours, SSO [ EpH5)(7!(] reported that the Chicago Police Department (CPD) responded 
to East Hyde Park Blvd southwest of the President's residence due to graffiti on the street barricades which stated 
"Violence is Weak" 

The Chicago Department of Transportation (CDOT) replaced the barrier. CPD reviewed footage from the video camera 
mounted on East Hyde Park Blvd for investigative leads. Upon review, the video footage revealed that an unknown male 
was observed applying an unknown substance onto the barriers from approximately 0520 to 0535 hours.

Occupy 2.0: Protesters Go High-Tech

Occupy Wall Street's open-air encampments and spontaneous demonstrations through New York 
City have been largely organized through Facebook, Twitter and other social media. Now, 
protesters said, those tools are no longer enough. 

As the anti-corporate protest marks six months since its birth inside a Lower Manhattan park, 
a look back at the photos tracking the movement's development in New York City. 

A team of about 30 people has been working through the winter months, developing high-tech 
tools to help coordinate demonstrations that protesters will execute this spring and summer. 
From Internet maps tracking police barricades to a fundraising website, protesters said the 
technology will help sustain the movement as it moves away from a collection of encampments 
and spontaneous protests^an Occupy 2.0, they said. 

"Most of the technology we're working on enhances how we work together. We're trying to 
change the way things are done," said Andrew Mallls, 34 years old, who works as a web 
strategist and developer. "We're trying to build under the assumption that the world is a 
better place and we need better tools to work together." 

Some of these tools-mapping, high-definition live-stream video, mass email list-serves and 
secure mobile Wi-Fi networks-may be used Saturday when protesters have planned demonstrations 
to highlight the six-month mark since Sept. 17, when Occupy Wall Street first took over 
Zuccotti Park in Lower Manhattan. And they'll likely be used during a series of protests 
planned for across the country on May 1. 

Calling themselves the movement's "technology operations working group," the team includes 
software developers, computer programmers web code writers and social media experts. Most 
live in New York, communicating by email and working in their spare time. Some members have 
taken on projects that require more than 20 hours of work each week.

The first of the group's more than 25 projects was carried out in September at Zuccotti Park: 
a "Freedom Tower” that made secure Mi-Fi available to all protesters and visitors. It was 
destroyed during when New York City police raided the encampment on Nov. 15. 

A widely anticipated tool the team is still developing would allow demonstrators access to an 
online protest map of sorts that would help coordinate Occupy's roving, unlicensed street 
protests. 

Using their smart phones, protesters can tip off others to NYPD presences during rallies, 
take photos of a skirmish or send a video of a flashmob, all of which is documented in real 
time. The information would flagged geographically on the map. 

Devin Balkind, a 25-year-old web developer who helped create the mapping technology, said a 
version of it would be kept private so protesters could talk to each other and stay on course 
during marches, without authorities monitoring their communication. 

Drew Hornbaln, a 25-years-old freelance graphic artist on the team, called their work the 
creation of an "alternative network" to help Occupy groups plan events. It’s not that Twitter 
and Facebook, social media tools that built the movement, are ineffective, he said. But they 
have begun to present drawbacks. 

The technology group coordinated an online email petition calling on the Manhattan District 
Attorney's Office to cease in its attempt to gain access to the Twitler account of a man who 
posted about a protest during which arrests were made. A person with knowledge of the matter 
said prosectors were requesting only public information from the account, such as past 
tweets. 

"The data is an incredibly powerful tool for governments and corporations to go after 
people," said Charles Lenchner, a 42-year-old digital strategy consultant who lives in 
Brooklyn. 

Matthew Lepacek, 30 years old and a self-described Libertarian pseudo-journalist hacker, said 
the group is also close to completing a fund-raising site similar to Kickstarter, an 
important project since Occupy Nall Street is nearly out of money. 

The new fund-raising site will largely function under an earmark system, in which donors may 
choose the specific project they wish to support and a small percentage of that money will go 
directly to the General Assembly, the main deliberative body of the group. 

Most of the software is open-source, meaning the code is published, and the group has a few 
ideas in testing, including a remote control that would allow protesters around the country 
to participate and vote in meetings. 

There is also website being developed similar to Facebook that would be used link protesters 
in different cities and share information. 

"In order to be able to move ideas forward it can’t really be encapsulated by pressing a 
'like' button,” Mr. Mallis said.
